own patty protefied againli their proceedings, and diſcerted the Houſe 3 Hcw many wapriſoned , and what great numbers by force ex- 
pulſed by that late bloody and hypocritical Lſurper, which a&ions of his ( though they were a main ſtep to his intended Throrie and 

Tyrannical Government ) yet are ſo well reliſhed, by that Tail of a Parliament remaining , that they are reſolved neither to readmir 

the perſons ſo illegally ard in;uriouſly expelled, nor ro fill up the voyd places of any removed or dead : fo that in a few years, what by 

death and new expulſion, they may reduce themſelves to the number of thoſe infamous Tyrants of Athens, and if they can eſtabliſh 
themſelves by their Cefigned 21114, ard thar they may thereby be able ro command their now Maſters, the Sword-men, and Caſhire 

rhem, they will moddle ſuch'a new Army as ſhall be in ſubje&tion co them , and then Vote themſelves , their Sons, and Nephews, a 

Patliament for ever.
